If General Blanco 
should decline to surrender the Spanish 
merchants here, who represent 80 per 
of the property and pay 75 per cent 
taxes of the islard, wouli compel him to 
accede to Admiral Sicard’s terzhs. As for 
the volunteers, the men are for the most 
part the employees of these merchants 
and the volunteer officers are largely their 
sons or their junior partners. 

“It is well to look these things in the 
face.

Paris, February 23.—M. Zola was found 
guilty on all counts this afternoon. The 
verdict was returned in a few minutes 
after the trial had concluded, He was

In his fight for the French academy, M. 
Zola has been governed entirely by princi- 
ple. In reality, he doubtless has of the 
academy very much the same idea that 
poor . Alphonse Daudet expressed in his 
“TL, Immortel:’’ “A hollow idol: nothing: 
the under side of nothing.’’ But he has 
never said so. He prefers to take ‘t at its 
own worth, and says, with Lacordiaire, that 
it is “the senate of French jintelligence,”’ 
This being so, he claims a fautevil bv his 
eminence as a writer of the novel and as 
a representative of novelties. He is fight- 
ing for recognition of the nove! quite as 
much as for his creed of ‘‘justiee.” Just 
now he is fighting for recognition of his 
dominant principle where ‘ts prevalence or 
downfall may mean thre fate of a nation. A 
cell in Ste. Pelagie vawns before him. 
Practically, he stands alone. 

Referring to the bordereau, counsel main- 
tained that it was written by Major Esier- 
hazy, and that the presentation of severul 
secrét documents at the courtmartial fully 
established this. Recalling Premier Me- 
line’s refusal to discuss the subject when

1 believe the country wili soon 
realize the gravity of the situation. and 
will revolt and protest ‘in the name of 
eternal morality. This is what M. Zola 
has done.”’ 

Referring to the document which General 
Pellieux unexpectedly produced in court, 
purporting to warn the minister cf war not 
to confess that he ever had relations with 
‘that Jew,’ counsel maintained that the 
note in reality said: 

“With that Jew'sh clique,”’ and asserted 
that the authorities had not produced the 
alleged incriminating documents because 
“jt would have resulted, not in war, but 
in ridicule.” 

The speaker's touching reference to the 
unhappiness of the Drevfus family; the 
courage and abnegation of Mme. Drevfus 
and the letter from Dreyfus in September, 
1887, protesting his ‘nnocence more ener- 
getically than ever, produced a profound 
sensation, many of the people in the court 
weeping. 


M. WLaborie justified Colonel Picquart’s 
search of Major Esterhazy’s rooms and 


pointed out that the latter had refused to 
testify in court. 

Counsel further contended that General 
Gonze’s correspondence showed that Colo- 
nel Piequart acted with the concurrence 
of his chiefs and that the general would 
have stopped the colonel if possible proof 
of the guilt of Drevfus existed.

Give them examples of 
firmness, for you must feel that in this 
man fies France’s honor. (Protests from 
spectators.)

‘Vive la France.’ That is to say, ‘Vive la 
loi,”, ‘Vive Videal eternal.’

Mr. Allen, “lest we, the senate, a body of 
eighty-nine men, offend the house of repre- 
sentatives, consisting of 375 men, a point 
of order is to be made against this amend- 
ment and it will go the way of very much 
Valuable legislation.” 

Mr. Allen said that if the republican par- 
ty could suffer to see the Cubans exter- 
minated by starvation in plain violation of 
its platform and of the Christian sentiment 
of the country, the republican senators 
ought to be willing tu face the question on 
a yea and nay vote. 


Morgan Wants Everything Open. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, said the senate 
had passed Cuban belligerency resolutions 
substantially as it was now offered, but 
both times it had been done openly and 
frankly. ‘“‘We have no right,’”’ said he, ‘to 
make a declaration of war against Spain 
under cover and that is precisely what this 
resolution would mean. If this amendment 
were attached to an appropriation bill 
Spain might well regard it as a cause for 
war. As I have before indicated, the con- 
ditions and situation in Cuba were entire- 
ly different when this resolution was passed 
by the senate.”

“I believe that the matter will eventually 
be submitted to the arbitrament of the 
sword. The whole world recognizes Spain’s 
inability to conquer the Cubans, and sooner 
or later we shall become, in my op‘nion, 
Involved in the armed controversy. The 
pending amendment is lUttle else than a 
declaration of war in disguise. If we mean 
to declare war, let us do so like men. and 
net endeavor to conceal ourselves behind 
so transparent a cloak.

“HE IS A TRAITOR TO CUBA” 


Dr. Pla Says Senor Govin Did Not 
Write the Alleged Letter—W hat 
Others Say. 


: 


As much as Senor Govin is hated by the 
Cubans in this ejty, they do not think 
that he could have been guilty of writing 
the letter that has caused the Spanish pa- 
pers to call him a traitor. Their idea of 
Govin is that he is a traitor, but a traitor 
to Cuba and not to Spain. They think 
that he values his job ahoves®verything 
else and that he would not do anything 
to jeopardize it. The Atlanta Cubans do 
not like to speak of Govin, for they hold 
him in contempt. Senor Ramon Ebra said 
yesterday when asked what he thought of 
the newspaper comments on Govin: 

“Il was a friend of Govin’s up to the 
position in the 
autonomist cabinet. I do not care to say 
anything about him now. [ do not know 
whether he is a traitor to Spain or not. 
It is something that I do not like to give 
an opinion about.” : 

This is all that 
about the matter. 

Dr. Pla, another prominent member of 
the Cuban colony here, does not iike to 
talk about Govin, but he expresses himself 
a little more freely about the autonomis:s.

The Whitehall Improvement. 

The proposed widening of Whitehall 
street from the junction of Forsy*th to 
the Central railroad crossing has lceen 
favorably passed on by council, and ap- 
proved by the aldermanic boara, and we 
believe it will meet the approval of the 
mayor. 

There is, in fact, no argument to be 
found against it that will stand the test 


of a moment's investigation. The ben- 
efits of the improvement will not be 
confined to the thoroughfare to be 


widened, but will be far-reaching in 
their character. The money argument 
is not at all impressive. It is pertinent 
enough, perhaps, and practical, too, but 
the reply to it is that Atlanta has never 
been called on to raise so little money 
to carry out an improvement that will 
confer such lasting benefits to the city. 
In the end, the city will receive more 
from the increase of property values— 
an increase directly traceable to the im- 
provement—than it has paid out for the 
work done. 

Indeed, the necessity for the work ap- 
pears sO great, and the general benefits 
it will confer on the community are so 
apparent that the county commissioners 
have been moved to shoulder half the 
expense. This will enable the city to 
carry out the work for a sum practical- 
ly insignificant when compared with the 
improvement to be made. 


Just at present the whole matter 
seems to be left in the hands of the 
property owners on Whitehall. Many 


bave donated the requisite number of 
feet. Colonel J. J. Maddox has been 
empowered by council to act as agent of 
the citv, and he will proceed to nego- 
tiate with those property owners who 
have thus far neglected or refused to 
donate a part of their property for the 
purpose of improving the rest. 

In regard to the proposed improve- 
ment Mr. Forrest Adair recalls some in- 
teresting facts with respect to a move- 
ment inaugurated some years ago to 
remedy the somewhat unsightly grade 
of Trinity hill on Whitehall. The work 


Trinity avenue, and a fill of six feet at 
. Brotherton street. Some of the prop- 
erty owners were opposed to the fill at 


the foot of the hill. and council was 
alarmed at the sum _ involved—-$3,800. 
This seamed to be such a tremendous 


amount that the work fell through. The 
improvement, as Mr. Adair says, could 
-not now be made for a sum less then 
$38,000; and yet it is a work that would 
have benefited not only Whitehall 
street, but the people of all parts of the 
city who have occasion to drive on 
Whitehall street. The wear and tear 
of the steep grade of Trinity hill has 
cost more than the whole sum for which 
the improvement couid have been made 
a few years ago. 

It is necessary that those who take

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A Brutal Affair. 

There can be no excuse for the bru- 
tal tragedy enacted at Jake City, S. C., 
in which the negro postmaster at that 
place suffered death under the most re- 
volting circumstances; and if the story 
contained in The Constitution's special 
news dispatch published yesterday 1S 
correct in its version of the horrible 
affair. it fastens upon the state of South 
Carolina one of the most outrageous 
crimes ever committed within its bor- 
ders. 

Whatever may have been the fault of 
the administration in closing its eyes to 
the question of race prejudice in this 
section. and in granting to the negro his 
commission over the deliberate protest 
of the white citizens of Lake City, it still 
remains that the action of the mob in 
commiting such foul slaughter upon the 
household of the negro postmaster and 
in setting fire to his property, is ma- 
lignant in the most savage use of that 
term. Every. person connected. with the 
horrible transaction should be arraigned 
before the bar of justice and punished 
to the full extent of his participation in 
the crime. 

As much as The Constitution deplores 
the persistent manner in which the pres- 
ent administration manifests its insensi- 
bility to the existence of race prejudice 
in this section by repeatedly appointing 
negro applicants to pestmasterships over 
the protest of white communities, it de- 
plores even more the criminal and law- 
less spirit evinced by such affairs as the

recent brutal tragedy at Lake City, S. C.,

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An Old Issue. 


The Chicago Times-Herald and The 
Washington Post are discussing in a 
somewhat casual manner the origin and 
results of negro suffrage. The Times- 
Herald says that “northern silence in 
regard to the virtual deprivation of suf- 
frage to the negroes in the south is the 
concession that ‘the sons of the recon- 
structionists make to the sons of those 
upon whom negro suffrage was forced;”’ 
and adds “that suffrage was the inev- 
itable result of the war; its curtailment 
is the inevitable result of experience.” 

At this The Post is inclined to raise 
its ‘hackles. It declares that the en- 
franchisement of the freedmen was not 


the inevitable result of the war, and 
that the fifteenth amendment was not 


a necessity of the situation, being ‘a 
needless mistake second only to seces- 
sion in calamitous results.”” |The Post 
then goes. on to say in a pitiless way 
that the sole purpose of that amendment 
was to insure the republican party a 
continuance of its hold on power, those 
who favored the measure knowing full 
well thatthe recently emancipated ne- 
groes were utterly incapable of an jin- 
telligent or a safe use of the ballot. 

Our contemporary also refers to the 
fact that Morton, of Indiana, who was 
one of the most ferocious advocates of 
all the legislative crimes of recomstruc- 
tion, had, before hig advent in the sen- 
ate, delivered an address in Indiana, op- 
posing negro suffrage,’ and ‘foretelling 
its effects with the accuracy of inspired 
prophecy.” 

Well, it does no good to rake in these 
cold ashes. The fire is out. The south- 
ern pe ople thought they were undone 
when the fifteenth amendment was de- 
clared adopted, and scme of the imme- 
diate results went far to justify their 
alarm. But the mills of the gods that 
grind slowly, grind also exceeding fine; 
and in the measuring of the grist it is 
found that the south has gained more 
than she lost by the adoption of the 
fifteenth amendment. It is Samson’s 
riddle in a new setting. 

Admitting all the evils resulting from 


nevertheless, that it has been the means 
of giving to the south a political strength 
that this section would not have enjoyed 
otherwise. It has increased the repre- 
sentation of the southern states in con- 
gress, and has thus enabled this sec- 
tion io co-operate most powerfully with 
the friends of good government in other 
parts of the umion. 

But the fifteenth amendment did great 
damage to the Whole country. It has 
retarded the progress of she negroes for 
more than a generation by teaching them 
to depend on politics rather than on in- 
dividual effort. It has aroused race 
prejudices where none existed before. It 


was the means of exasperating the 
whites to such an extent that the 
thoughtless and reckless sought to 


wreak vengeance on helpless blacks. 
But al] this belongs to the past. Prac- 


tically, we are over the rough places. 
New leaders are arising among the ne- 


groes who are striving to cut their race 
loose from a political bondage that is 
worse than death. Booker Washing- 
ton and W. H. Council, both of Alabama, 
are preaching the gospel of individual 
effort, individual progress and individual 
success as the basis of all progress and 
success. They are both men of culture 
and learning and therefore men of

These countries are thoroughly 
Spanish, both in lamguage and civiliza- 
tion, but they have little reason, to feel 
kindly toward the country which once 
held them in cruel bondage and which 
would even today be reaping profit out 
of their servitude had not the god of 
battles graciously smiled upon their 
struggles for self-government. With 
such bitter memories of past relation- 
ships with Spain is it likely that these 
countries can be coaxed into uniting 
themselves under her leadership? 

But there is still another imponant 
consideration. Not only are the feelings 
which the. South American countries en- 


tertain toward Spain extremely 
bitter, but on the other hand, 
the feelings which they enter- 
tain toward the United States are 


extremely cordial: and with these senti- 
ments combined it is clear that the Span- 
ish newspapers are not apt to succeed 
in the enterprise upon which they have 
so industriously embarkéd. Between the 
United States and the countries to the 
south of us there exists, in the first 
place, the feeling of mutual sympathy 
common between . govdrnments of the 
western hemisphere, and in the second 
place, the feeling’ of mutual sympathy 
common between governments based 
upon the same fundamental principles of 
liberty and equality. 

So let the Spamish newspapers exert 
their utmost power to bring about the 
proposed federation. Unless they are 
supernaturally endowed with the abili- 
ty to perform miracles they are destined 
to fail ignominiously in the attempt.

Ex-Governor Northen’s Communication 


stitution will be found liberal extracts 
from a communication of ex-Governor 
William J. Northen, chairman of the 
Georgia state commission of the Trans- 
Mississippi and International exposition 
to be held at Omaha, Neb., bearing upon 
the important matter of proper state rep- 
resentation. 

Ex-Governor Northen makes allusion 
to the issues involved in. the present 
state campaign. He expresses surprise 
that candidates who have announced 
themselves hn the race for important 
state and county offices should see fit 
to advocate the reduction of the tax 
rate rather than the increase of tax val- 


ues; and if this connection he argues 
that the remedy for present evils as 


well as the means for making larger ap- 
propriations to state enterprises and in- 
stitutions lies in materially increasing 
the tax value of property within the 
state limits. In support of this conten- 
tion ex-Governor Northen cites a let- 
ter from Comptroller Generai:. Wright 
showing that within the past year the 
tax values of Irwin county have in- 
creased from $1,305,341 to $2,037,195, due 
to the improvements which have fol- 
lowed the planting of the colony at Fitz- 
gerald. 

In view of the good results which have 
followed the planting of this colony at 
Fitzgerald, ex-Governor Northen con- 
tends that by judiciously advertising 
the resources of the state similar colo- 
nies can be planted in other counties, to 
say nothing of the immense advantage 
Which the state could not fail to derive 
in other respects. ‘“‘Who can compute 
the large increase in tax values in this 
state,” argues the ex-governor, ‘when 
our gold. manganese, iron, coal, timber, 
building stones, clays and other inter- 
ests shall have been fully developed?’ 
Since the constitution of the state doés 
not provide for the appropriation of 
money from the public treasury to meet 
the expenses of a state exhibit at Omaha, 
Neb., ex-Governor Northen states that 
the commission appointed by the gover- 
nor must look to the people for the nec- 
essary funds.

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THE REAL JIM JENKINS 


A little group of travel-stained and 
weary-eyed men reached town yesterday 
morning after fifteen hours of continuous 
travel from the little town of Darien and 
at once dispersed in several directions to 
their several homes. Some of them wore 
handciffs and were convicts and some of 
them wore high silk hats and were not.. It 
Was aS unusual a company as ever reached 
Atlanta at one time, but in epite of the 
diversity of their clothes and their social 
status they had been brought together and 
to this city by an interest which they 
had in common. They had all been to 
Darien as witnesses of interested ob- 
servers in the trial. of the case of Jim 
Jenkins, alias Jaék White, against the 
State of Georgia. 

Must newspaper readers have heard 
something about the case, but none of 
them have even a vague conception of the 
man who ‘has been the central figure in {t, 
for until the final adverse decision of Judge 
Falligant sent him back to the chaingang 
at Halo to spend the remainder of his 
natural life in confinement none of his close 
associates ever appreciated the real genius 
and nerve of Jim Jenkins, alas Jack 
White. Whether genius or nerve predomi- 
nated is a matter of opinion, but no one 
will dispute the assertion that sthe man 
has played a part which for sheer audacity 
and pluck ought to place him high on the 
ladder of fame in hig race. 


Whether his real name Is Jack White or 
Jim Jenkins does not matter, but it may 
be taken in evidence that he was usually 
indicted and convicted as Jenkins. It was 
as White, however, that twenty years ago 
he sauntered about the wharves of Brune- 
wick and Darien, working a little, gambling 
a good deal and establishing a record 
which later nearly gave him liberty and e 
fortune. He was then—and today—a 
copper-skinned negro of pteasant address, 
popular with both sexes in the colored set- 
tlements about McIntosh county, and pos- 
sessed of what the elder Weller described 
as ‘“‘a gift o’ gab wery gallopin’.”’ If he 
had been a white man he might some day 
have come to the legislature. 

After a while he drifted over into Dough- 
erty county, married a young woman, kill- 
ed the young woman’s brother in a quarrel 
and on April 11, 1882, was sent to the chain- 
gang for life. He was turned over to the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company, where he 
was good enough to stay for sixty days. 
when he escaped. The company offered 
rewards for him. but he could not be low 
cated anywhere for several years. In the 
fall of '87 he was camght by the/detectives 
in Brunswick, but to the astohishment of 
his captors and the officials who came 
after him he declared that name was 
Jack White; that had never been in 
Dougherty county at all, and that if he 
had ever killed anybody the incident had 
escaped his memory. 

So bold and convincing were his deciara- 
tions, and so many were the protestations 
of innocence made by him that instead of 
returning him to the chaingang he was 
taken to Dougherty county for identifica- 
tion by those who had been instrumental 
in securing his conviction for murder. The 
court officers and the witnesses positively 
identified him as Jenkins, and in spite of a 
riot of protests which he put up he was 
sent to the stockade. Here he made the 
lives of his keepers miserable by one con- 
tinuous line of kicking, which repeated 
applications of the strap did not affect at 
all, and finally the lessees turned h‘s case 
over to the state penitentiary depatifment.

Both Principal Keeper George H. Jones 
and Assistant Keeper R. F. isn made 
investigations, Out there were no grounds 
on which they could question the identifica- 
tion of the man and the lessees were 
forced to do what they could to make him 
work. They were almost totally unsuc- 
cessful in this, for Jenkins was insensible 
alike to moral and physical argu- 
ment. Last September, when the 
penitentiary department was seriously 
thinking of selling the man to 
some other state, he escaped again. Bor- 
rowing a new suit of clothes from one 
sleaping guard and a gun from another 
he climbed out of the stsckade—and 
next day there was peace in the camp. 

But Jenkins not a man loves 
peace. He walked all the way to Darien 
and put in three busy months looking up 
every person who had Known him as Jack 
White nearly a quarter of a century ago. 
When he got them all to rcmember very 
distinctly that he had been among them 
during the years 1880-81 and ’82—at whic 
time the court records of Dougherty coun- 
ty show him to have been in jail there— 
he one day walked quietly into the Darien 
office of Lawyer S. A. Way, who is clerk 
of the Brunswick circuit in McIntosh, and 
said he wanted to retain him ag his attor- 
ney in a suit for $20,000 against the state

They 
sought out every man who had known 
Jenkins when he admittea@ himself to be 
Jenkins, and they spared neither pains nor 
expense to convince Judge Falligant that 
the plaintiff before him was the finest all- 
round, grand #an@ lofty liar that the soil 
of Georgia had ever produced. 

And they succeeded. After forty-eight 
hours of the hardest kind of a legal battle, 
the Jenkins case began to-show signs of 
breaking up. Solicitor General Osborne 
so entangled the McIntosh negroes that 
they practically admitted their testimony 
had been prepared for them in advance by 
Jenkins, and on Tuesday night the latier’s 
lawyers threw up the sponge. Jenkins him- 
-self spent two hours and a half

stand, and his testimony was a graphic 


picture of the horrors of life in a chain- 
gang that those who heard jt say it was 
more eloquen: than could have come from 
the lips of the most accomplished actwr 
on the stage.

The opening of court, always attended 
with a busy rush of lawyers and the eall- 
ing of names of witnesses, proceeded as 
usual. The aged litigant sat motionless, 
but his position was apparently natural 
and easy. Mr, Osear Turner entered the 
courtroom and took a seat beside the mo- 
tionless body of Mr. Bumstead. Others 
came in and many passed within a few 
inches of the dead man, but none dreamed 
that death had come with the opening hour 
of court. 

‘What is the matter with that man?’ 
asked a witness, looking at Mr. Bumstead, 
addressing the bailiff of the court. “He 
looks as if he were blind.” 

The eyes were colorless and the stare 
was vacant. ; 

Mr. Turner leaned over in his chair and 
looked into the meaningless eyes. 

“The man is dead,” he said. 

Some one who started to summon a phy- 
Sicilian was called back, as those who ex- 
amined the man saw it was too late for 
the services of a physician. 

Mr. Bowden, of the undertaking firm 
of Bowden & Hilburn, was called and 
the body was carried from the courtroom 
on a stretcher. 

In a few moments after the body had 
been removed Mr. Merrill Bumstead. the 
son of. the dead man, entered the court- 
room to confer with his father, with 
whom he had held a conversation only a 
short while before. 

“Are you any kin to the Bumstead that 
died just now?” a bailiff asked. 

‘‘No,’’ replied the young man. “My name 
is Bumstead, but I have no kin people 
who have died.’ 

It was several minutes later before the 
son knew that his father was dead. 

Mr. Arnold Bumstead was about sixty- 
five years old and had been a citizen of 
Atlanta fifteen years. He was related to 
several families well known in the state 
and was a man of large familv. The fune- 
ral arrangements will be announced today. 

The cause of the sudden death was heart

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ATLANTA UNIVERSITY | CASE TO GO TO THE COURT OF APPEALS 


Mr. Bumstead Went to Court Early | That Court Has 


Already Decreed That 
Huguley Shall Be Paid What His ; 
Milis Should Have Earned. 


UDGE NEWMAN rendered his decision 

yesterday morning in the Huguley Man- 

ufacturing case, one of the most impor- 
tant in the United States court and one 
that involves $250,000. 

The opinion as delivered by the judge is 
objected to by Huguley’s attorney and the 
case will be carried to the court of appeals, 
where an effort will be made to reverse 
Judge Newman. 

By the decision rendered yesterday Wil- 
liam T. Huguley and the Huguley Manu- 
facturing Company are to receive $36,210.99 
from the Galeton cotton mills. This is 
nearly $41,000 less than was allowed by 
Special Master Felder in the case. : 

The history of the case is one of the most 
interesting that has ever been made by 
litigation. It involves family differences 
and some of the most delicate points of 
law that exist. Briefly stated the case is 
this. The Galeton mills bought the duck 
mills of the Huguley Manufacturing Com- 
pany under a decree of foreclosure made 
in the United States court. After operating 
the mills for three years and a half, the 
court of appeals at New Orleans restored 
the mils to the. Huguley Manufacturing 
Company and adjudged that the Galeton 
mills should pay Huguley for ithe use of 
the mills during the time they had been 
alleged illegally held, and also for the 
protits the miils snould have earned. 
Thomas B. Felder was appointed special 
master and he decided that the Galeton 
mills should only pay the Huguley com- 
pany the actual earnings of the mills and. 
not the profits#which it is claimed nou 
have been earned under good management. 
W. T. Huguley filed a bill of exception to 
this, claiming that the decree of the court 
was that the Galeton mills must pay the 
amount which by a proper estimate was 
shown to be the proper earnings of the 
mills during the four years. Judge New- 
man sustained the special master in all 
except one point. 

Trouble Began in 1892. 

The trouble began several years ago. In 
1892 the Alabama and Georgia Manufactut- 
ing Company at West Point, Ga.. issued 
$65,000 worth of bonds. The face of these 
bonds read that the interest should be paid 
on the lst of Janyary at the office of the 
milling company in West Point. For some 
time the company accepted the payments 
of the interest from Atlanta, through the 
First National bank, but four years ago 
last January when the payment of the in- 
terest fell due it was not paid. The money 
for the payment was in the First National 
bank here, but January Ist being a national 
holiday the bank was closed. Huguley 
Claimed that W. C. Lanier, a relative of his, 
seized this opportunity to wreck the mills 
and gain possession of the property. La- 
nier declared the bonds defaulted because 
the interest was not paid on the Ist of the 
month. It appears that the Lanier fac- 
tion owned 342,000 of the bonds and the 
Huguley’s $23,000. The Huguley peaple 
wanted to accept the interest after the Ist, 
but the others refused and the case was 
carried to court 

The Decree of Foreclosure. 
foreclosure was granted 
against the mills, and a company composed 
of the Laniers and Boston people called 
the Galeton Milling Company bought prop- 
erty. The Huguiey fiction carried the 
case to the appellate court, and after sev- 
eral years of litigation won the property 
back from the Galeton people. When the 
court ruled the restitution of the milling 
property it awarded the earnings and 
what should have been earned, the Waste 
and damage and pay for the ordinary wear 
and tear of machinery. Huguley claims 
that the mills being one of the only six 
duck mills in the south, should have 
earned $50,000 a year, and he asks for about 
$175,000 for the full three vears. Special 
Master Felder awarded to Huguley what 
he termed the actual earnings, $39,713.51. 
Judge Newman deducted from this nearly 
$4,000 for fire insurance. 

Special Master Felder in 
versely to the decree of the court 
peals, held that the mortgagees 
property could not be held accountable 
what the property should have earned, 
even if they were holding it illegally.

Ar a madman vesterday afternoon 

and when he at last subdued the ma- 

niac his clothes were torn and his face 
covered with blood. The terrific battle 
was a sequel to a scene which had caused 
consternation in a whole neighborhood in 
north Atlanta for two or three hours. Wo- 
men and children had deserted the streets 
and houses were locked and barricaded. A 
madman loose and rushing about attempt- 
ing to deal death to all he met was the 
cause of the sensation, and when the af- 


fair reached 2 crisis, three persons being 
stricken to the earth, the police were sent 


Tete Officer Chosewood responded to 
the call alone, and when he arrived oppo- 
site No. 49 Parker street he found over 
a thousand people collected in groups dis- 
cussing the acts of the maniac and at the 
same time keeping a sharp lookout for the 


madman. 

In the middle of the street was a stout, 
chunky negro, with iron gray bgard and 
eyes that glowed like coals of e. His 
clothing was hanging in rags around him 
and the tatters were being blown about 
by the wind. In_ his hands he held two 
huge rocks, while a pile of missiles lay at 
his fect. He was standing like a wild ani- 
mal at bay and there were none who dared 
approach him. 

‘The madman was William Robinson and 
the officer was hurriedly given an account 
of what had taken place prior to his ar- 
rival. Robinson had begun by trying to 
kill his wife, and when she ran to neigh- 
bors for help, he begar to rush around, 
striking at all who came in his way. Three 
men were knocked down by rocks before 
‘they were aware he was about. One of 
them was seriously injured. A woman had 
received a blow on the back of the head 
with a heavy stick. The only reason the 
madman did not commit murder straight 
out was because he did not have a death- 
dealing implernent near at hand. 

It had been known for weeks that 
negro’s mind wes not well balanced, 
not until yesterday morning did he 
come a raving maniac. 

Officer Chosewood advanced toward 
madman and instantly a rock came in the 
direction of his head. The negro backed 
against a fence and there stood ready to 
fight unto the death. The patrolman decid- 
ed to use a little strategy, for he did not 
wish to hurt the man unless it beeame ab- 
solutely necessary. He told three or four 
men to attract the attention of the mad- 
man while he slipped around the block and 
came up behind him. The plan was carried 
out and might have worked well if the 
maniae’s wife had not seen the officer slip- 
ping up behind her flusband. She thought 
the policeman intended killing the man 
and she cried out in a warning voice. 

Fierce Fight Begins. 

Just at that moment Chusewood was 
about to take hold of the negro. Robin- 
son turned like a cat and he and the offi- 
cer grappled. Robinson is what is known 
as a “guinea neégro,”’ small of stature, 
but as strong and active as a native of 
Borneo. It 100k Chosewood only a few 
moments to ascertain that he was in no 
child’s grasp as the hold of the maniac 
tightencd upon him. 
Why somebody from the crowd did not 
€0 immediately to the officer’s assistance 
is not Known, but there they stood, as 
a policeman afterwards expressed it, “like 
a crowd of gaping cowards, apparently 
enjoying the fight.’ 

True it is that over a thousand people 
stood around while the struggle between 
the officer and madman went on. The ne- 
gro Was like a demon. He scratched, dit 
and kicked, all the while trying to throw 
the officer to the ground. Chosewood is 
not a large man himself, but he is gifted 
with great strength and no jack of nerve. 
He saw that he had to fight it to a finish 
With the negro and he went at it to win. 

Round and round they went, clothes being 
torn, flesh lacerated and the blood flowing 
freely. : 

For fully twenty minutes the fierce fight 
went on, until finally Chosewood shook 
himself loose from the madman by a sud- 
den, quick jerk and at the same time he 
planted a blow with his fist squarely upon

At the police barracks, when the cuffs 
were taken off, Robinson again became 
wild and it required six men to get him into 
the padded cell, where al} dangerous luna- 
tics are kept.

He was too crazy to answer any ques- 
tions, but just talked along in a rambling 
Way to himself. Every now and then he 
grew wild and would throw himself against 
the side of the cage, which, if it had not 
been padded, would have killed him. 

Hé is a queer looking human, h's eyes 
having a strange glare and his beard. grow- 
ing in an uneven way over his #iiny face.

His clothing was almost all torn from 
his body and he presented a miserable as 
well as wild appearance in the prison. 

Officer Chosewood was badly hurt in the 
fight. He would not admit it at first, 
but was obliged to own up that he was 
greatly bruised. The madman had bitten 
a piece out of his left cheek, his ear was 
torn and nearly the whole of his face 
was cut and bleeding. On the back of his 
head was a large, neavy lump, which the 
infuriated negro had mace with a rock. 

The officer made a plucky fight and he 
was complimented upon his capture of the 
maniac, as he handled the madman with- 
out a weapon of any kind and subdued 
him without assistance.

DEKALB COURT ADJOURNS 


Much Business Disposed of During the 
Short Term. 


GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS 


Judge Candler Holds the Shortest Ses- 
sion That Has Ever Been Con- 
ducted in the County.

The spring term of the DeKalb county 
superior court came to an end yesterday. 
It was tie shortest term that has been 
hele for many years, the session consisiing 
of only seven working days. Judge Cand- 
ler has rushed the business and broken 
the record of former terms. 

The grand jury made its presentments 
to the ccurt yesterday. They were short 
and to the point. It recommended thet 
the ordinary construct a good road from 
Kedgevwvood through Decatur and Stone 
Mountain to Lithonia. [t congratuiated the 
people that the dispute over the location 
of the‘wounty seat had been settied. 

It carefully examined every report of 
the officers of the county and found that 
they were exceptionally in their correct- 
ness and showed that the county was pbe- 
ing rvn in an economical and thorough 
wiy. It foun@ that the poorhouse and 
farm were not Kept in as good order as 
formerly and recommended that the ordi- 
nary take them in charge. 

The grand jury stated that Judge Cand- 
ler had pleased the people with his man- 
ner of running the courts and that much 
time and money had been saved by the 
rapid and thorough method he had adapted 
to carry on the affairs of justice. 

The grand jury recommended the ap- 
pointment of Mr. C. M. Flake, justice of 
the peace of the 1397th district, in the place 
of Judge Ralph E. Wright, who has moved 
from the county. The jury was in session 
only eight days but examined every branch 
of the county affairs. 

The number of criminal cases disposed 
of during the term shows that the number 
of crimes committed in the county Was 
less than: one-half of the number during 
any other vear. Forty-six cases were dis- 
posed of. The jail was entirely cleared 
and nothing remains to be tried at the 
next term. On the civil docket no cases 
went over to the next term except upon a 
legal excuse. The short terms that the 
court will run in the future is saving the 
county a large amount of money. For- 
mer terms have cost more than $2.500. while 
the present one will amoufit to only $1,200. 


Many Tried Yesterday. 


During the term of the court Jesse Bur- 
dett was found guilty of assault with in- 
tent to murder. He stabbed an officer 
twenty-seven times while resisting arrest. 
He was given ten years. 

Sam Johnson, for night time burguary, 
was given ten years. 

Bud King, for the same offense, 
given five years. 

Charley Johnson was given twelve months 
for stabbing. 

Jack Palmer, burglary and carrying con- 
cealed weapons, eighteen months. 
Tut Hamilton, for larceny, 

twelve months, 

Julius Hambrick and Pink Lyons, 
cattle stealing, gof twelve months each. 

Reuben Thomas, who has a habeas cor- 
pus proceeding now pending before the su- 
preme court, to secure his liberty, on the 
ground that the city court of DeKalb is 
not a legally constituted court, was in- 
dicted by the grand jury and convicted. 
He stole a number of hides and was given 
twelve months. 

Doc Brown beat his wife and when her 
father interfered Brown struck him. He 
was given eighteen months. Many other 
misdemeanor cases were disposed of. 

Before dismissing the court last night 
Judge Candler drew the jury list for one 
week for the next term of the court. This 
was his last official act that will proba- 
bly be carried out in the present court- 
house. The building will be torn down in 
a short time and a new one nearly complet- 
ed by the next term of the court.

Oats were firm after early weakness, and 
closed a shade higher, Provisions were ir- 
regular, pcrk ¢Ceclining 17%4c, while lard 
and ribs did not change much. 

All th@ firmmess which character'zed 
Monday’s wheat market hail apparentiy 
deserted the pit at the opening of trading 
today. The startling price for May ranged 
all the way from 31.06% down to 41.05%, a 
compared with Monday’s closing price of 
$1.06%, while July, in which the most trad- 
ing was done throughout the session, open- 
ed at trom 9$l%c, a decline of %@lc. May 


' touched $1.05 before it was sufficiently sup-

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ported to bring about a recovery. Commis- 
sion houses were the best sellers at the 
opening, brokers for Leiter being credited 
With some of the offerings of May. The 
opening weakness was due apparently to 
the decline at Liverpool, The market was 
from % to ld lower, and London aiso 
showed weakness. News which tollowed, 
theugh of a mixed character, favored the 
bulls as a whole and fora time the market 
took on some appearance of strength. 
Covering by shorts started in a moderate 
way shortly after the opening and prices 
gradually worked back, May advancing to 
$1.06 and July to 9244. India advices reported 
the crop prospects in the central provinces 
very favorable, but this was counteracted 
by private telegrams from Argentine re- 
ducing the estimates on the. exportable 
whneant 
bushels. Additional strength was lent to 
Juiy by moderate support from the Leiter 
interests. Trading at no time. however, 
was heavy in either option, The fear of 
Leiter's influence over the market was 
shown by many traders leaving the wheat 
pit for the coarser grain markets. North- 
west receipts were not very heavy, Minne 
apolis and Duluth reporting 370 cars, 
Against 250 last week and 199 a year agg. 
Chicago receipts were 72 cars, of which 37 
care were of contract grade. Export clear- 
ances from Atlantic ports were 525.000 bush- 
els, the figures in most instances being fur 
two days. After the reactions noted, July 
sasged back to 91%c and May to $1.05% on 
realizing by room traders. Buying wus 
started later on the Bradstreet’s visible 
supply report, which showed a decrease of 
365,000 bushels. This was a surprise, as the 
trade had been led to expect a heavy in- 
crease and prices for a time got back near- 
Iv to their former level. Later ia the day, 
however, the market became quite weak 
on further declines in English markets. 
Leiter brokers in meantime stopped buy- 
ing July and prices tumbled rapidly. July 
gz0t down to 9le and May to $1.0, but re- 
acted again before the close on covering, 
May closing at $1.06 and July at 91%c.
